It is so easy to attend church ser- 
vices and listen to prayers, and to 
join in them. lt is so easy to sing 
to Him, or to pray to Him with 
others, or to think that we are do- 
ing so because we feel refreshed and 
helped by it. But what if we should 
find that we were mistaken in be- 
lieving that we were conversing with 
Him at those times, while in reality 
we were talking or singing for other 
people and ourselves to hear! I trem-

Simplicity, liberality, fellowship, bold- 
ness and holy zeal existed e striking 
contrast with the pomp, legal giving, 
cold aloofness, self-satisfaction, and 
smugness of the general order. The

ane ‘by Christian standards and

and devote, all their “img , vo. Igsue. 
Ail, owever, were led to give up their 
a, standards of motives and prac- 
tiges and to accept Jesus’ standards 
in believing, inconduct, in motives, 
and in spirit. The initial step into the 
Christian way has always been the 
same. The worldly way, with its in- 
dependence of Christ, -its self-suffi- 
ciency, its excuses for sin, its appro- 
val of indwelling evil, its social shad- 
ing of truth, its selfish grasping for 
personal advantage, its secking for 
pleasure and thrills in the “far coun- 
bey? its attempts to feed the: soul on 
the “bread that satisfieth not,” lies 
along a vastly divergent line from the 
Christian way. All who wish to be 
Christians in truth must live by the 
new standards Jesus set up. 

One cannot lead-the blind unless he, 
himself, can see. One cannot teach 
unless he, himself, has been taught. 
How can one practice Christian stand- 
ards, or lead others to do so, unless 
he is himself a real Christian. There 
is no such thing as a Christian fam- 
ily unless the members, at least the 
chief members, are Christians. It is 
folly to think that the practice of 
Christians ideals can be spread like a 
mantle over great groups of people. 
Christian ideals can be spread like a 
of the hearts of those who have becn 
made Christians and who continuous- 
ly. grow in grace. : 

The greatest means’ of cultivating 
the devotional life is the practice. of 
prayer. No amount of service activi- 
ties can take the place! of this. Pray- 
er is probably the greatest privilege 
granted to man. Prayer is not alone 
asking God for favors,‘ That is a part 
of. prayer, but not the whole of it. 
Prayer is communion. It includes both 
talking with and listening to God. 
Jesus early taught his followers, both 
by instruction and by example how to 
pray. One thing which could not cs- 
cape them as they observed Him in 
prayer was that prayer was a great 
necessity in his ministry and in his 
own personal life. He could not ‘live 
without communion with His Father. 
And we are powerless and lifeless if 
we do not pray. i 

Christian standards are not for the 
Christian’s inner life alone, but for 
the out-reach of his, life as well. 
Christian living has” an objective 
phase. Jesus was not only God’s di- 
-vine Son; He was also: the Good Shep- 
herd in his relations with men. As His 
divine life expressed itself in service 
to others, so the Christian‘s inner life 
will find expression for itself.

So in 1897, when these pioneering, persistent preachers 
returned to Jackson, Mississippi, Bishop Mason was ! 


forced to deliver his first message from the south entrance 


of the courthouse. A Mr. John Lee, who desired to see | 
Bishop Mason’s ministry continue, provided the living , 


room of his home the next night. Because of the over- 


whelming number that attended, a Mr. Watson, the owner ‘ 


of an old abandoned gin house in Lexington, Mississippi, 
gave his consent to transfer the revival meeting to the gin 


house located on the bank of a little creek. This gin house ' 
subsequently became the meeting place for the Church of ; 


God in Christ. This miracle deliverance revival was such a 
success it stirred up the “Devil,” causing someone to 
shoot five pistol shots and two double barreled shotgun 
blasts into the midst of the saints while they were shouting 
and praying. Some persons were wounded but miracu- 
lously, none of the shots were. fatal. 


At the close of this meeting, it was necessary to ° 
organize the people for the purpose of establishing a | 


church with a stronger appeal and greater encouragement 
for all christians and believers, a church which would 
emphasize the doctrine of entire sanctification through 
the outpouring of the Holy Spirit. A meeting was mutually 


called by Elder Mason, Elder Jones and Elder Pleasant, 
and sixty stood as charter members. Land was soon 
bought on Gazoo Street, from Mrs. John Ashcraft, just 
beyond the corporate line, upon which was built a little 


edifice 60 x 40. These charter members formed a pente- | 


costal body known as the “Church of God.” 
Subsequently. in 1897, while seeking a scriptural 
name which would distinguish this church from others of 


similar title, the name The Church of God in Christ” was _' 
revealed to Bishop Mason while he was walking alonga . 


certain street in Little Rock, Arkansas. The following 
scripture supported his revelation: I Thessalonians 2:14, 
For ye brethren became followers of the Churches of God 
which in Judea are in Christ Jesus: for ye have suffered 
like things of your own countrymen even as they have of 
the Jews. All of the brethren unanimously agreed to the 
name of “Church of God in Christ.” 

Later, the church was reorganized during which Elder 
C. P. Jones was chosen as General Overseer. Elder C. H. 
Mason was appointed as Overseer of Tennessee, and 
Elder J. A. Jeter as Overseer of Arkansas. 

The turning point in Elder Mason’s life came in March, 
1907, when he journeyed to Los Angeles, California, to 
attend a great pentcostal revival with Elder D, J. Young 
and Elder J. A. Jeter. Elder W. J. Seymour was preaching

of my_Father upon you; but tarry ye in the city of 
Jerusalem until ye be endued with power from on high.”

Turks and Caicos Islands. 

In February 1921 Elder Hall 
‘came to these Islands, which 
‘were in darkness. He came 
preaching the gospel of the 
kingdom which saves men from 
their sins. He was allowed to 
preach in the Baptist Church, 
his first sermon was from Hosea 
4:1, 2 and 3, followed by Titus 
2:11 and 12. The whole Island 
was stirred and hundreds of 
people were saved under his 
preaching. : 

And as in Matt. 13, the sower, 
as he went forth to sew seeds, 
some fell in stony places, some 
by the wayside and some among 
the thorns. As soon as the great 
persecution came, some fell away, 
but those seeds-which fell in 
good ground grew up with deep 
roots and stood the great perse- 
‘cution and today are lively stones 
in the building. rf 

In 1925 while Elder Hall was 
in Memphis attending the Na- 
toinal Convocation a minister of 
the Church of God, came and 
preached the doctrine of that 
church, and some of the saints 
joined the Church of God.

Bishop Jones was married to the

The 
record makes it clear that this 
marital union was 
divinely blessed and destined to 
become one of the chief 
mainsprings of the subsequent

From this momentous spiritual 
experience and leader, Bishop 
Jones-then a very young 
man-surrendered his life 
completely to the Lord. Almost 
at the same time as his personal 
experience of Christ, he received 
his ‘“‘callinig’’ to the Ministry. He 
said he was addressed by a voice 
saying repeatedly, “Evangelize 
the world!

HEALED OF EPILEPSY 
TESTIMONY: 


I was never considered a strong 
person physically and was rather 
sheltered by my mother ever 
since childhood. At the age of 
13 a type of palsy crept into my 
life. My mother took me to 
many doctors and hospitals to 
find out why I passed out so 
often. Then a specialist analyzed 
my case as epilepsy. He told us 
there was no cure, and J would 
have to take medication the rest 
of my life. Also I was limited in 
my activities. 


It was necessary for me to give 
up one of my jobs because of 
the ‘seizures I suffered. On one 
occasion I almost lost my life 
because of them. I have fallen ° 
down steps, suffered second 
‘degree burns on my legs, and 
broke my glasses while wearing 
them ali because of my illness. 
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One time 1 tried going without 
the medication. At the beginning 
of the fifth day I blacked out at 


work and was taken to the 
hospital because of injuries, 
Then I was afraid because the 
doctor warned me I would be 
subject to more seizures if I 
didn’t take medicine. So 
decided I would take it in the 
| name of the Lord and be 
satisfied with the way I was, 
thinking it was the way I was 
meant to be. 


! Sometimes I felt like a dope 


addict, having to have’ the 
medicine in order to make it. I 
was also taking pills for various 
things which the doctor 
thought might trigger the 
seizures. There were pills for 
nervous condition, fatigue, and 
other difficulties, To complicate 
things, I was told I shouldn’t 
miss meals, so J constantly ate. 


One of my frequent trips to the 
hospital was caused by an abcess 
in my side. | was pregnant with 
twins at the time, While on the 
Operating table I suffered a 
seizure. My family was told I 
wouldn’t live, but God had 
different plans. 


Later I. spent time in the 
psychiatric ward of a hospital, 
with the possibility of being sent 
toa largexcinstitusian. 1) was 
bitter toward the establishment 


outiook. Often I lay awake at 
night crying. But my stay there 
finally reached a turning point. | 


When I returned home, faith 
began to form in my heart. God 
met me, blessed me, and healed 
my body. He spoke these words 
to me, “Put your medicine in 
the: drawer and just as you have 
done without it this day, do 
without it. the next.’ Daily 
medication in. my life have 
vanished, Praise God. And I 
don’t have any. more falls.
